To End Riot 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Death and 
destruction mounted Saturday night in a 
riot'ripped Negro district as police and 
National Guardsmen shot it out with 
shadowy figures who defied a curfew. 

Id a major engagement of four days 
of terror, violence, pillage and ruin, 150 
firemen trying to fight a major store 
blaze were pinned down by vicious 
sniper fire. Forty National Guardamen 
and police roared up to help and also 
had to take cover. 

Tear ga*—first repotted since rioting began Wed* 
neiiday night—enabled the flremen to withdraw. But 
five were sent to hospital from ita effects. 

A fire department comtnand poet seas also hit by 
sniper fire. 

As the evening wore on 23 deaths were re¬ 
ported. three of then new. All were NMro rfoten. 
The other 19 were shot Friday night and fiatarday. 
The toll: A white deputy sheriff shot, a white fire- 
niaa rnvthed by a faWag wall, a white rhrlMaa shot 
and n Negroea shot or otherwine fatally wotoaded. 

Later, a flve>yeor-oki Negro boy waa reported ibot 
dead by a ^per's bullet aa he lat ^th his mother and 
brother on their front lawn. He waa Identiried aa Bruce 
Moore. Hia brother Scott, three, waa wounded in the 
hip by the burst of fire from acroae the street. 

. The,mother. Betty, 27. told pcdlce ahe and her chil¬ 
dren had gone out into the night because ot the hot 
weather. 

Bulieta began flying al nightfall. Two aheriff's 
deputies were wouncM in a blazing gun battle with a 
group of inlperi.

ActuaUv it 
It not a colour but a definite wave length that la reflected ta the eje and 
thia wave length produces the aeniailon of coiour In the brain. 

Moat people have no difficulty in diatlnguiahlng one colour fmm another, 
hut approxlnutely four per cent are unable to accurately dlatinguish be¬ 
tween red and green and yellow and blue when theae coloura are adjacent 
to one itnother. A few are totally colour blind and cannot recognize any 
colour—everything they aee is grey, while or black. It Is important that 
every school child be tested for rolour perception to that he may plan his 
atudlet in accordance with hit viauil aMHtlet.

Moat people have no dltflcully In distinguishing-one colour from another, 
hut approxlmaiely four per Mt are unable to accurately diatinguiah be¬ 
tween red and green and yellow and blue when these colours are adjacent 
to noe another, A few are totally colour' blind and cannot recognize any 
colour—everything they see Is grey, while or bUrk. It {s Important that 
every school child be tMted for colour perception so that he may plan his 
•tudiet in accordance with his visual abiHtles.

It la dlfficidt to view all the varietica **»»» 
a profemional grower may carry as these bhioin 
lo suocemkn and are sometirocs hidden by soow. 
These fragile blooms will withstand the winter 
storms suiiu4slngly well, often thrusting furled 
petals through a few Inches at snow to open wide 
to the slightest gleam of wintry sunshine. 

As these corms of the Iridacea* faml^ are 
inexpoislve and free flowering, many gar* 
denen prefer to 'uy a handful each of several 
varieties to plant in a protected spot, free from 
mudsplash. for easy obaervadoh. Crocuiwa need 
not to be dug until their fairly rapid increase 
causes decline from overcrowding and this 
should be done In the dormant season of early 
summer. 

As « cover for difficult spots, given reasaci- 
able drainage, they cannot be excelled as they 
need Utile alteedon and are ,)racticanv Immune 
lo disea.ve or pest other than the occasional slug 
or biuejay.
